In this purpoſe he lought out Martinu: his Vncle, by vyhole 
meanes the yong man entred-under the government of Ger- 
manus:;then Biſhop of Antifiadore, vvhoſle ſcholler and fa- 
miliar he'vvas forty yeares, beltovving all that time in prayer 
and ſtudy of eloquence and holy Scriptures. Then at the age 
of threelcore and two yeares , being renovened through the 
Latine Church for his wiſdome, vertue, and skill, hee came 
home to Rome, recommended with letters from the French 
Biſhopsto Pope celeſtine, ro whom heuttered his full mind, 
and the fectervow which long fince he had conceived tou- 
ching [reland. The Pope invelted him Archbiſhop and Pri- 
mare of the whoſc1land, bleſſed. bim,commaunded publique 
prayer and faſting, brought him and his diſciples onward on 
the voyage: Therefore 1n the rvyentie third yeare of Thee 
odoſius the younger , which was the yeare of our Lord 430.

patents Concerning the Author, very few thereare 
that referre ic to this Patricke their Apoſtle , but rather to an 
Abbor of the ſame name,whom I maryailel finde not in the 
mighty bigge volume of their Saints: Notwithſtanding theſe 
Originalls might bee cither loſt or altered , -bur the thing it 
ſelfe being extant,muſt needes have had a beginning, where- 
of poſfibly there are monuments in that Church, or inthe [- 
riſh tongue to me unwitting.

Ac their importunacie hee beſought G 
yere it his good pleaſure <0 give out ſome evident m_

God he found in thenorth edge of Viſter a deſolate angle 
hemmed in-round, & inthe mids thereof a pit,vvhere he rea- 
red a Church, cloſed the ſame with a wall , beſtowed there. 
in Canons regular , ar the Eaſt end ofthis Church yatde , a 
doore leadeth into acloſer of ſtone, which they call che Pur- 
gatory, becauſe devour people have reſorted thicher for pen- 
nance,and reported at their returne,, ſtrange viſions of paine 
and blifſe appearing to them. They uled to continue therein 
foure & twenty houres,which doing one while with ghoſt. 
ly meditations, and another while a dreadfull conſcience of 
their deſerts,they ſaw as they ſay,a plaine reſembling of their 
owwne faulrs and vertues,vvith the horror and comfort there» 
to belonging , that one ſo terrible , the other ſo joyous , thar 


they verily dzeme themlelves for the time to have fight of 


heaven and hell. The reyelations of men that went in (Saint 
Patricke-yert living ) are kept vvritten vvithin the (aide Ab. 
bey. When any perſon is diſpoſed to enter ( for the doore is 
ever ſparred) he repaireth firſt for advice to the Archbiſhop, 
vvho calteth all perils, and difſvvadeth him, becauſe they ſay 
diverle never came backeagaine, bur if the party be reſolure, 
he recommendeth him to . Pryor, vvhoin like manner fa- 
vourably exhorteth him nor to-hazard ſuch a danger, if not- 
vvichſtanding he finde the party tully bent, he conducterh 
him to this Church,enjoyneth him to begin vvith prayer, faſt 
and vigill of 15.dayes,ſo long together as in diſcretion can be 
endured. T his timeexpired, if he yer perſevere in his former 

urpoſe, the vvhole Convent accompanieth him vvith (o- 
be proceſſion and benediction to the mour! of the cave, 
v vhere they ler him in, & fo barre up thedoorerill the mor- 
rovy ,& then vvith like ceremonies 5 ts avvaite his returne, 
& reduce him to the Church. If he be ſeene no more; they taſt 
& pray 15.dayes after. Touching the credit of thoſe matters, 
I ſee no cauſe wh a Chriſtian man aſluring himſelf char there 
15 both hel & heaven,may vvichour vanity upon ſufficient in- 
formation, be perſuaded thar it might pleale God at ſomtime 
for conſiderations to his infinit vviſddome knovvn to reveale 
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by miracles the viſion of Ioyes & paines eternal, but thar alto- 
gerher in ſuch ſort , & ſo ordinarily,& to ſuch perſons,and by 
{uch meanes as the common fame & ſome records therof doe 
utter,[ neither believe,nor wiſh to be regarded. lt appeares by 
Treviſa in his additions to Polichronicon,that a ſuperſtitious 0- 
pinion of this Purgatory was then conceived , which he diſ- 
proveth.And a man of indifferent judgement may ſoone ſu- 
{pect that in the drift and ſtrength of Imagination, a contem- 
plative perſon would happely ſuppoſe the ſight of many 
ſtrange things which he never ſaw. Since writing hereof [ 
met with a Prieſt, who told mee that he had gone the ſame

The Friſh Saints. 


«k Hough my ſearch thereof in this my haſte out 
of the land be very cumberſome;yet being loath 
to neglect the memory of Gods friends, more 
_ to a Realme then all the victories and 
triumphs of the world , I thinke it good to furniſh our this 
chapter with ſome extra&ts touching the Saints of Ireland, 
namely thoſe that are moſt notable,mentioned by authors of 
Brigid.Colum. good Credit. Cambrenſis telleth,that in S.Patricks time flouri- 
ſhed S. Bride the virgin, and S.columbe in Doune, where their 
bodies ſoone after the conqueſt, and alſo S. Patrickes body 
were found, Sir John Courcye being then Preſident of Vilter. 
In vievving of the ſepulture hee teltifieth to have ſeene three 
principall jevyells , vvhich vvere then tranſlated as ho- 
ja Tu monuments vyorthie to be preſerved... 
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OfS.Columbe it is doubted, vvhether he lived in that age. Bri: 
ide was baſe Daughter of Dubtachus a Captaine in Leinſter, 
who perceiving theMother with child, fold her ſegretly,fea- 
ring / 8 ls of his wife,to alriſh Poet, reſerving to him- 
ſelte,the fruire of her wombe, ſhe was there delivered of this 
Brigide,vhom the Poet trained up in letters, and ſo convey- 
ed her hometo her father . The Damoſell was ſchooled in 
the faith by S.Patricke, preaching then in thoſe parts , ſhe be- 
came lo religious,and {o ripe in judgement,that not onely the 
mulrirude, Lin a whole ſynode of Biſhoppes aſſembled by 
Dublin,uſed her advice in weighty cauſes , and highly eſtec- 
med her. One fact of hers being yet achilde , made her fa- 
mous. The King of Leinſter had given to Dubtachus in tos 
ken of ſingular afte&ion , for his res ſervice,a rich ſword. 
Now ic betell, that the maiden viliting her ſicke neighbours, 
diyerſly diſtreſſed for hunger,( her father being a ſterne man, 
his Lady a ſhrewe) ſhe ſavy none other helpe to releive theſe 
wretched people, bur to part the leyyels of that idle ſword a- 
mong them. "This matter was haynouſly taken,and came to 
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the Kings cares,vvho(corming ſhortly after ro a Banquer in | 


her fathers houſe) demaunded the Girle, not yer nine yeares 
old, how ſhe durſt preſume to deface the gift of a King , ſhee 
anſwered,that ic was beſtowed upon a better King, then hee 
was, whom (quorth ſhe) finding in ſuch extremity, I would 
have given all my father hath,and all that thou haft, yea your 
ſelves and all , were yee in my power to give , rather then 
Chriſt ſhould ffarve. 

At convenient age ſhe _ virginity, and allured o- 
ther noble Virgins to her fellowſhip, with whom ſhe lived 


in her ovwvne Monaſtery,unrill the yeare of our Lord 500.and 


was buried at Downe, inthe Tombe of S. Patricke , what 


Cambrenſis reporteth of his own knowledge and (ight,I will 

be bold to adde hereunto. el 
Among her reliques , -was found a concordance of the 4. 
Evangeliſts , ſeeming to bee written with no morrall hand, 
beautified with myſticall pictures in the margent, whoſe co- 
lours and workemanſhip , at the firſt bluſh were darke and 
unplea- 
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unpleaſant, bur in the view wonderful lively and artiffciall. 
Senanus firſt a Souldiour, ſucceeded S. Patrickein the See of 
Ardmagh,when he had beene certaine yeares a minor and do- 
our to the Campe. Brendan Abbot ar the age of ten yeares, 


'wwas of ſuch incomparable holinefle, and thereto ſo wiſe and 


lectered,that his parents thinking themſelves to have wonne 
the moſt notable fruite, that could enſue their marriage, by 
muruall conſent profeſſed continencie. Hee flouriſhed in the 
time of S. Bride,lived familiarly with Ercus the Biſhop , and 
Finan the Abbor. 

Madoc alias Edan of noble parentage, taken priſoner with 
the King of Temore,and kept jn his court with diverſe yongs 
men his {choole- fellowes , openly adjured the King to ſuffer 
him and them to depart and ſerve God, as they were accuſto. 
med,which being nov ſundred and diſtrayned of libertic 
they had partly diſcontinued, immediately they were diſmuſ- 


fed:he died Biſhop of Fernes , and laide the foundation of , 


that Burrogh. Molingus the ſucceſſor of S. Madoc being Biſhop 
rookehimſfelfe to voluntary labour, & with his ovvne hands, 
drived a running ſpring olhs Monaſtery, enduring thact tra- 
vaile dayly after prayer and ſtudy, eight yeares togerher . Fin- 


' tan the Abbot was had in ſuch veneration, that whereas Colm 


King of Leinſter , kept priſoner (ormak the Kings ſonne of 
Kenfill : He went boldly with 1 2. of his Diſciples through 
the preſle of the Souldiours, and in ſight of the King, reſcued 


che young Prince, for the [riſh in no wayes are outragious a- 


gainſt holy-men . Iremember; (ambren/is writeth himſelte, 


merrily to have objected ro Morris then Archbiſhop of Ca- 
ſhell , that Ireland in ſo many hundred yeares had not 
brought forth one Martyr. The Biſhop anſwered pleaſantly, 
( bur alluding to the lare murther of Thomas of Canter- 
bury, JOur people(quoth he)norwiraſtanding cheir other e- 
normirics yet have ever more ſpared the bloode of Saints, 
marry nov we are delive:ed to {uch a nation,that is well ac- 
quainted with making Martyrs , hencciorwards I truſt this 
complairt ſhall ceaſe. 

Malachias was borne in Ardmagh of noble parents, che- 


riſhed 
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riſhed in vertue by example ofhis Mother,and trayned upin 
learning, even yer a very babe , he vyas oft-times cldied to 
ſteale from his companions to pray in ſecret, ſograve & mo- 
deſt,chat of himſelfe he chooſed alwayes the moſt ſevere and 
rigorous Schoolemaſters,and refuſed an excellent Clerke,on- 
ly becauſe he ſaw him, ſomewhat lightly demeaned ar game. 
In the beginning of his youth hee yeelded himſelte the Dif- Zaard fn wh 
ciple of Imarius,an old recluſe, whole auſterity of converſati- 
on,the whole rowyne admired . There he became a Deacon, 
and at twenty five yeares aPrielt . The Archbiſhop for the 
fame and opinion of his worthineſle, made him his Coadju- 
cor,in the which office he reformed ſuperſtitions and revived 
the ſtrength of religion , ſpecially the uniformitie of their | 
Church ſervice,wherein before time they jarred, The famous Ts 
monaſtery of Banchor he reedihied of the patrimony & lega- 
cies by his Yncle left hhm . The ſame Monaſtery was of old 
time,firſt governed by Congellus , and then proceeded Colum- 
banus,the tather of man bgjens houſes in France. Banchor 
had beene ſo ſtored wich Moncks, that no houre of day nor 
night chey ceaſed, bur ſome company or other was in conti- | 
nuall ſucceſſion ar divine ſervice . Of which brethren there 
were in one day murthred 900.and the place ſpoyled, whoſe 
poſlelſions conveyed to Malachias by his Vacle, hee reſtored 
torthwich,and bertered the foundation . Ar the age ofthirric 
yeares, he was by Canonicall cleftion forced to accept the 
Biſhopricke of Conererh, a people of all the Iriſh then moſt 
ſavage and beſtiall , whom hewith ineſtimable toyle re- 
claymed. 

I the meane while died Celſus Archbiſhop of Ardmagh;- 
ro whom ſucceeded Malachias,ar the age of thirty cighe years. 
Bur ere this wel-nigh the ſpace of 200. yeares together, a pe- 
ſilent cuſtome had crept into the country,that the Metropo- 
liranes See,vwas inferred upon meecre lay perſons of the blood 
royall in manner by inheritance, wherefore Nigel the next 
ot kindred animated by the parriality of ſome Princes, & get- 
ting into his cuſtody the Bible and Staffe , and other Orna- 
meats of S.Patricke ( whereunto the cares of the common 


people 
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Bur Malachias widerſtanding that int times paſt, they were (e- 
verall,jtundred chem againe,and preferted another tothe Dio- 
ceflc of Conerddlitons rather to diicharge hiscure , then ro 
enlarge the truires, while he preached, a woman fell at his 
tecre;; and befoaght his prayer , f6r that ſhe had gone now 
with childeftreene moneths and twenty dayes,nor could b 
any-meancs be:delivered;wwhich done, the newes of her delis 
veryvtas reported beforethe aflembly brake up. Hee threart- 
ned yengancetoaCaptaine; unleſle he would turne awa 
the Concubinehe kepr,the {ame being alſo his brothers Con- 
cubine. 'The Capraine rooke it diſdzinetully, and within one 
houre;veas!laine by a conſpiracy of women, whoſe Daugh- 
ters and fervants-hie had defiled . There dwelt'iin Liſmore a 
notable:Clerke,of converſation upright, bur corrupt in judge- 
mentof religion; this fellow advancing his dodtrine, offered 
diſpanation to the Biſhop, before the multirude;,vvhen he was 
forced to ſilence with the waight of truth , yet he cayelled 
makictaiſly , thatnotrhe cauſe nor learning, burtthe counte- 
nanecandcredivot Malachias had wonne the victory . To 
whomthe Biſhopanſvvered , our Lord compell thee, even 
mavgrethineowne willfallnefſe ro acknowledge-thine er. 
rars. At thete words the Cheike and tntending ro fly the fighr 
of mein, vas pfevenced vwitha mortall infirmity,and beſeech- 
ing the Bithop of his peaceand communion, died immediat- 
ly, reconciled o-God and holy Church. Being demaunded of 
hisBrethren, the Moncks6ft Banchor, where and when hee 
| would 
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would wiſh co dye,ang be buryed, if ic lay in his choyſe, hee 
anſwered; If in Ireland, beſide che body of S.Patricke: If be- 
'ond the (eas,at Clarivall,vvhere S. Bernard was then famous 
and in the feaſt of All Soules. He caft in his mirde, within a 
fewv dayes to (ue to Eugenius the third, forthe increaſe of the 
number of Metropoliranes, which requeſt, was ſhortly after 
ſped, and in this voyage he reſted at Clarivall , and there di- 
verle times , openly foretoldithat his yeare of departing was, 
come;accordingly:-when he had taken leave of S. Bernard and 
the brethren,deſcended from his chamber to Church, and re-" 
ceived the rites of a chriſtian, man, he'returned to his lodging, - 
and dyed on All Soules.day, in the yeare of his age fifty foure, 1148. 
ſo mildely and peaceably that it ſeemed rather a fleepe;chen a 
death . "There Fis obſequies was ſolemnized and miracles 
wrought at his rombe , and from thencehis body was tran- 
flated ro Ardmagh.in the yeare 1 192.  tirteges] 
Malchus,though borne Iriſh , yer he fpentmoſt part of his 
time in the monaſtery of Wincheſter, in England , from 
thence allumpted Biſhop of Liſmore, him-alſo remembreth' 
S. Bernard upon occaſion. A unaticke childe he cured in Bi- 
ſhopping him . . 'This miracle was through the world ſeene 
and conte(led of many hundreds. There ha pened the ſame 
timezadiſcord betweene the. King of Mounſter, and his Bro- x; tou 
ther, wherein the King vas oyermatched and fled into Eng. 
land,vil:ted Malchas in his Abbey, and would at no hand be 
{aid nay, bur ſo 1oog as it ſhould pleale God to affli& him, he 
would live there under his governement, andenſue his con- 
verlation,he contented himlelfe with a poore Cell uſed day- 
ly acold batheto repreſle the wantonneſle of his fleſh,dieted 
himyelfe with none other fare,then bread,warer and falt,paſ- 
{ed dayes and nights in ſobbing and' remorſe offinne , At 
length-ahe Kings and Nobles. of Ireland began to: ftormacke 
the tifurper,vanquiſhed him , called homethe good K ingro 
his cight,vvho with many perſvvaſions of Malchus and Mala- 
chias could ſcargely be gottento forlake ghoſtly company , &

Long before this time, as ye have heard, Ircland vvas ,, noa.,.s. 
beſtovved into rvvo principall Kingdomes, and ſomerime 
into more, whereof one was ever elefted Monarch, whom 
they tearme in their Hiſtories, maximum regem, or without 
addirion, regem Hibernie . The reſt were written Reguli or 
Rees by limitation, as the King of Leinſter, of Connaghe, 
ot Viſer, of tounſter, of Meth. To the Monarch 
his allowance of ground, and titles of Honours , and other 
priviledges in lurifdiction , was graunted a negative in the 
nomination of Biſhops at every vacation. The Cleargy

afrer the maner of his anteceſſors.chriſtianBiſhop of Liſmore 
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L to Eugenins 3- ſurmoned a Provincial Councell in

Ireland, wherein were authorized foure Metropolitan Sees , 
_ Ardmagh,Dublin, Caſhell, & Tuam: Biſhops thereof being 
Gelafins,Gregorins, Donatus,Edanus; tor hitherto, though they 
yeelded a primacy to the Biſhop of Ardmagh,in reverence of 
Saint Patricke, yet was it partly voluntary, and ratified rarher 
by cuſtome, then by ſafhcienr decree : neither did that Arche 
| Biſhop take upon him to inveſt other Biſhops, bur ſent them 
co Canterbury (as | ſaid before) which henceforth they 
did not. Namely the next Biſhop S. Laurence, 
fometimes Abbot of S. Kevynes in Glan- 
dilagh, was ordered and inſtalled 
athome by Gelaſms Primate 
ot Ardmagh.

quiſite to be conſidered, the cauſe wherefore we fight, the number of 
both ſides, thatthey be ſomewhat equally matched, and the place 
where beth joyne battaile rogetber.

Tobs the fift ſonne of Henry the ſecond, Earle Morton, 4/ias Ator- 
cargneand Lord of Ircland, as formerly hath beenedelivered, by the 
. Rittof his brather King Richerd the fir}, Earle of Cornwall, Dorſer, 
Sommerſct, Nottingham, Darby, Lancaſter , and in the right of his 
marriage, Earleof Gloceſter, was Crowned at Weſtminſter, King of 
England, _{1»»0 1199. Hee was firſt marriedto/ſabe// (whom the 
Britaines called Hawiſe, and the Corniſh THis) daughter to Robers 
Earle of Gloceſter, who for thatthey were found within thethird 
degree, were divorced ; ſo that King 7ob» left both the Lady 1/abel/ 
and the Earledome of Gloceſter, w n by the advice of Philip 
King of France, he matchedin holy wedlocke with 1/abe//daughter 
to Amerie, Earlc of Angoleſme. This 1/abe// (it not married) had

Immediatly upon the Coronation of Henry the third (who ſuc. 
ceeded him) broyles begznnein England, France andkeeland, which 
had every way atragicall end. Bree in England, 4rtbure in France, 
and Cowrcy in Ireland, are teſtimonics thereof : Yutorderly of rheſe 
as the Nature of the Hiſtorie requires ; 4rthure.the ſonne of 1effry 
Plantagenet nephew to King John, lived when his uncle 7obn afpired 
to the Crowne, being 16.yceres ofage, he wasaffianced ro a daughter 
of Pb1/ippe the French King, the ſaid Philippe Knighted him in the 
field ; he was Duke of Britain, Earle of Anjou, Poiticrs, Maine and 
Turrow of Normandy. He did homageunto his uncle for ſome, and 
to ſe thereſt , his uncle had 2m in Tealouſic , firſt leſt that 
in proceſſc of time, he would make claimeto the Crowne: ſecondly, 
for that he adhered too much to the French, and the young Prince 
upon conference, with bold ſpirit rold him, that he did him wrong, 
and that hee was bound in honour to deliver unto him the Crowne

Mathew Paris writeth that hee was removed, 
Anno 1248. but howſoever they havemiſtaken the yeeres, or whe- 
ther the fault of the Printer crept in, it forceth not; I am to dcliverro 
the reader, the truth of the hiſtory, and the moſt worthy ſervice of 
this Noble man, with the yecres and the time as ncercas I can. 

Anno 1229. in the raigne of Henry the third, cHanrice Fitz Gi- 
rald being Lord Iuſtice, (Mathew Paris and Holinſhed write the

rall metrogether, and the Nuntio had read bis letters, the King was 
filent,& reputcd((aith mine Author)as conſenting thereto;the Earles 
and Barons (ſaith Peri )8: all the Laytic ſaid flatly that they would 
givethe Pope no tenths, neither ſubje& their Baronics and locall 
polkchons to the Church of Rome; the Clergic after three or =

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dayes delibcration, fearing the thunderbolrs of excommunication, 
with grudging and murmurs, and many a bitter curſe, yeelded, yer 
R bus, Earle of Cheſter, alone, ſtood toutly in the cauſe, and 
would not permit the Clergie of his country to become in 
neither to contribute che ſaid tenths, though England, Wales, Scor- 
land, and Ircland were compelled to pay.

Chappell of Brandwood in Eſſex, where he was taken, and by com- 
mandement of the King,ſent tothe Tower of London;all his friends 
forſooke him, none anſwered for him butthe Archbiſhop of Dublin 
wherein we may behold as in a Glafſe, the diſpoſition of feyne

Pembrook:laſtly,with Iriſh forces againſt the Welſhmen,A ar. Pars 
and Holipſhed, make report of his good ſervice; How that when an 
Iriſh petit __ Conaght, underſtanding that both the King of 
England, and the Earle Marſhe/and Maurice Fitz Gerald were gone 
over into France, and fo Ircland left without any great aide of men 
of warrc, on the Engliſh part,raiſed a mighty Army, and with the 
ſamcentred into the Marches and borders of the Engliſh dominion, 
ſpoiling and burning the Country before him. And how that Je/- 
fray de Mevriſco then Lord Iuſtice, being thereof advertized ; called 
ro him Walter de Lacy, Lord of Meth, and Richard de Burgh, afſern- 
bling therewithall an bugh Army , the which he divided into three 
parts, appointing the ſaid Walter de Lacy and Richard de Burgh 
with the two firſt parts, to lye in ambuſh within ceraitn Woods , 
through the which ps to draw the enemics. And marching 
forth with the third, which he reſerved to his owne government, he 

rofered bartaileto the Irilhmen,the which when they ſaw but one 
Leng of the Engliſhmen, boldly affaid the ſame. 

The Engliſhmen according to the order appointed, faining as 
though they had fled and fo retired ſtill backe, till they bad 
trained the Iriſh within cg of their other two battailes which 

iming forth upon them,did ſet on them eagerly; whileſt the other 


which ſeemed beforeto fly, returned back againe, and ſet uponthem 


in like manner; by meanes whereof, the Iriſh men being in the midſt 
were beaten downe : if they ſtood toit, they were before and behind 
ſlaine ; if any offered to fly hee was overtaken, thus in all parts they 
LV were utterly vainquiſhed , with the loſſe of 20000. Iriſh, and the 
" of King of Conaght taken and committed to priſon.” This Noble 
Teffray de Mariſco (of whom Holinſhed writeth) a man ſome time

For * Plataroh(as I remember) # ror he, buz 
in hisreatiſe of Homer, indeavouring to ſcarch out the truth ,- what Herderes in 
countryman Homer was, prooveth it moſt ſtrongly (as he rhinketh) _ — 
that he was an Zo/ian borne, forthar indeſcribing's facrificeofthe 
Greekes,he omirred the loyne,the which all the other Grecias (faving 
thee£0/ans)uſero burne intheir ſacrifices:alſo for that he makes the 
ineralls ro be roſted on five ſpits, which was the proper manner of the 
ef dlians, who onely of all the nations 6f Greezajuſed to ſacrifize in 
that ſort, By which hc inferreth neceſſarily;rhat/Homer was an'/£- 
olian, And by thelame reaſon may I as reaſonably conclude,that 
the 1r;jſhare deſcended from the Scyshians, for that rhity uſe (even to 
this day) ſome ofthe ſame ceremonies which the Sry#an3 anciently 
uſcd, As for example, you may teate in Lucian inthar ſweet Dia- 
logue, which is inticled Toxrs, or of friendſhip, tharthe common 
oath of the Scythians was by the word, and by the fire, for that they 
accounted thoſe two ([peciall divine powers , which ſhould worke 
vengeance on the perjurers. .

You may alſo reade inthe hn 
booke, in the tale of CHrſacomes , thar it was the manner of the Sy. 
thians, when any one of them was heavily wronged, and would af- 
ſemblc unto him any forces of people co joyne with him in his re= 
venge, to fit in ſome publicke place for cerraine dayes upon an Oxe 
hide,to which there would reforr all luch perſons as being diſpoſed 
to take Armes, would enter into his pay , -or joyne with him 1n his 
quarrell. And the ſame you may likewile reade to have beenerthe 
ancient manner of the wilde Scores, which are indeed the very natu- 
rall 1riſh.Morcover the Scythians uſed to [weare by their Kings hand, 
as Olaw ſheweth.And ſo do the Iriſh ule now to ſweare by ther Lords 
hand, and to forſwearc it, holde it more criminall then ro freare 
by God. Alſo the Scythians ſaid , thatthey were once a ycaretur- 
ned into Wolyes, and fo is it written of the 1;h : Though Maſter 
Camden ina better ſenſe doth ſuppole it was adilcaſe, called Lycan- 
thropia, ſo named of the Wolte. And yet ſome of the iſh doe uſe 
ro make the Wolfe their Goſſip, The Scythians ulcd alſo ro feerthe 
the fleſh in the hide:& ſo doe the Northerne rib. The Scythians uſed 
rodraw the blagd of the beaſt living, & to make meat thereot: & ſa 
doe the Iriſhigthe North ſtill. Many ſuch cuſtomes I could recount 
unto you,as of their old manner or - burying,of dancing, 
of (inging, of feaſting, of curſing,though Chriitians have wyped our 
the moſt part af them,by reſemblance, whereofirmighr plainly ap- 
peareto you,tha. the Nationsare the ſame, bur thar by che reckoning 
of theſe few, which I have told unto you, I findemy ſpeech drawne 
out to a greater length then I purpoled, Thus much oncly for this 
time I hope ſhall ſuſfiſe you, tothinke that the #rsſhare anciently dc- 
duccd from the Scythians.
